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FOUND ANCIENT TREES 


Large Redwood Tree Near Media Is 
Interesting Study.

Dr. J. S. Illick, forestry chief of 
research work in the department, has 
recently made some discoveries of fine 
old trees which he has photographed 
and recorded for the departmental re­ 
cords, a work which will be more ap­ 
preciated in years to come than the 
present. 
What he has found and iden­ 
tified in the way of 
sycamores and 
other trees in this part of the State 
has already been touched upon from 
time to time. 
On a recent trip he 
Ioune! the largest cottonwood tree in 
Pennsylvania on the Lincoln Highway, 
eight miles east of Lancaster. It is on 
the Baughman property and measured 
seven feet in diameter breast high and 
had a circumference of twenty two 
feet, 
about the width of the average 
good-sized house in the city. In ad­ 
dition, Dr. Illick found on the Tyler 
property near Media, known as the 
Pennorbaretum, 
a remarkable speci­ 
men of the California redwood, which 
he says is away over fifty years old, 
m d which measures twenty six inches 
at breast height. 
It is fifty feet high 
and merely a youngster. 
He is now 
trying to trace its history, as at the 
time it was planted 
there 
was not 
much communication with California. 
Three sassafras trees 
were 
photo­ 
graphed at Chadd’s Ford, not far from 
the battlefield, which are said to be 
the oldest of their kind in Pennsylva­ 
nia.
